He was told, 
he says, that the Independent Medical Col- 
lege was recognized regularly by the State 
Board of Health and that its diploma would 
entitle him to practice anywhere jn Illino 

Frusyna says he enrolled himself as 
student, paid Armstrong $45, borrowed from 
his friends, gave his note for $150 more, ane 
came regularly to the school for three 
months to what were called lectures and 
„ quizzes." He did not have to buy any tex 
books, and his studies did not interfere wit} 
his regular work, At the end of three 
months he was given a doctor's diploma 
in Latin, mene with President Armstrong’s 
name. | 

Fruzyna rented ian office at Twenty-sec- 
ond street and Albany avenue in July, 1808, 
and hung out his sign. Before treating any 
patients, however, he took the precaution to 
send $5 to the State Board of Health for a 
license. His $5 was sent back, with a letter 
from Secretary Egan stating the Independ- 
ent Medical College was not recognized by 
the State Board of Health and warning him 
not to practice medicine on the strength of 
his diploma. 

Fruzyna tried ta get his money back, and 
visited the State’s Attorney's office as a last 
resort. He expressed a desire to go before 
the grand jury, and displayed the diplomas 
of three other graduates of the school who, 
he said, felt as he did. They were:

The annihilator is a small cannon with a | 
weather vane and an air trigger. The 
weather vane is for the purpose of aiming 
the cannon, which rests uponea vertical 
pivot. When a cyclone approaches the vane 
turns the cannon so it points directly at the 
funnel-shaped cloud. When the wind 
reaches a velocity of sixty-five miles an 
hour it will spring the trigger and fire the 
cannon. The projectile fired into the re- 
volving cloud will throw it off its balance 
and it will scatter into a harmless zephyr. _ 


Source of Inspiration. 


Mr. Betts says he got his inspiration from 
a story of a hunter who was overtaken on a 
prairie in Iowa by a tornado. The storm 
was bearing down on him with such speed he 
haa no chance to get into a cyclone cellar. 
The only other thing to do was to take a shot 
at the gyrating column. He let go both bar- 
rela and then tried to say some short, quick 
prayers. The funnel quit twisting, stopped 
stock-still, and slowly spread out on the sky 
like the smoke from a river tig, and floated 


gracefully away. 

It was only yesterday Mr. Betts read of 
an Oklahoma town where a cannon and a 
cannoneer are kept on duty to look out for 
and shoot holes in any cyclone that ap- 
proaches the tawn. | 

That's my device exactly,” said Inventor 
Betts, “with the difference that I do not 
need a cannoneer. Suppose this Oklahoma 
artilleryman ie not at his cannon, what 
would happen to the town when the twister 
came? With my automatic machine the 
twister can’t steal any marches.” 

In a letter on the subject Mr. Betts says: 

Once more we have witnessed the direful 
effects of the merciless cyclone, and once 
more the dollar-hunting denizens of the 
earth realize the importance of some scheme 
to cheat this soulless monster of its prey, 
and once more do I offer to this government

The terms on which he offers his patent 
rights to the government are that the anni- 
hilafors be furnished to the people at cost. 
He also provides that other republics shall 
have the machines at a profit of 10 per cent,

imself Inventor Betts asks nothing. 
Cyclones and Churches. 

It was the original intention of Mr. Betts 
that his machines should not be placed 
within a mile of any church, “as such an 
act would be sacrilegious, churches being 
under providential protection.“ On think- 
ing it over Mr. Betts concluded as follows: 

* But I can now see wherein my zeal over- 
balanced my better judgment, and I will 
therefore withdraw that clause and recom- 
mend that they be placed on churches free 
of charge.. 10 

The cannon, or mortar, which Mr. Betts 
would employ has a caliber of two inches, 
The projectile is of rubber containing an 
explosive charge and a fuse, so it will ex- 
plode when ft reaches a vital apot in the 
tornado. An air drum is attac to the 
trigger. When a pressure of twenty-one 
pounds to the square inch is exerted on the 
drum by the wind it yields, releases the 
trigger, and fires the cannon. The cost of 
such a machine Mr. Betts puts at 610. 

Mr. Betts avers unlimited faith in the 
annihilator.

says. 

The principle on which the ‘annihilator 
depends for its efficacy has been famijiar 
to generations of seafaring men. When a 
ship is threatened with destruction by a 
waterspout, which is a sort of water-logged 
cyclone, it is the custom to send a cannon

Ageistant’ Corporation Counsel Ar- 
thur Declares the Prohibitory Rul- 
ing Is Illegal—Likely to Be Tested 
din the Courts if It Is Not Rescinded 


Soon. 


The action of the South ‘Park board in "ee 
gtructing the park police to exclude automo- 
biles from the parks and boulevards has 
aroused protests not alone from the owners 
and manufactureres of the vehicles, but also 
from citizens whose on interest is a desire 
‘to have Chicago up to date in all things.’ 
Mayor Harrison, the members of other park 
boards, officials of the League of American 
Wheelmen, and property-owners along the 
boulevards say the action of the board puts 
it on record as antagonistic to new inven- 
tions and as standing in the road of progress. 

Owners of electric vehicles are determined 
to use them in the boulevards, and several of 
them were seen in the parks yesterday. It 
was the intention of the owners to test the 
law, but according to the park officers no at- 
tempt will be made to stop the carriages until 
next Monday. One of the large companies 
that manufactures automobiles has an- 
mounced that the services of its attorneys 
will be at the disposal of any of the owners 
of the vehicles who determine to run their 


| vehicles in the boulevard regardless of the 


law. 


Views of City Officials. 

** Members of the South Park board are 
twenty years behind the time,“ said Mayor 
Harrison. “ enty years ago bicycles were 
not allowed in the down-town districts. 
Such an action as this is a serious mistake. 
It may be that the board had the intention 
of prohibiting any established lines of auto- 
mobiles from using parks, but even that I do 
not consider right. Of course a company op- 
erating automobiles for hire should be made 
to give the park district compensation, buta 
movement that will increase the means of 
transportation in Chicago and relieve the 
congested condition of the street cars should 
be encouraged.”’ 

Corporation Counsel Walker said: “I do 
not like to express any opinion on the mat- 
ter, but the opinion I have is not flattering 
to the park board's ruling.“ 

„The South Park Commissioners have no 
legal ground to stand on in their action,” 


Said Assistant Corporation Counsel Arthur. 


„There are 100 decisions of the court made 
during the twenty-year fight of the League 
ot American Wheelmen on similar ordi- 
nances, on which the automobile people may 
rely. They can go into court and knock the 
matter out easily” 


May Run in Other Parks. 


J. W. Suddard. President of the West Park 
, said: To rule automobiles out of 
the parks and the boulevards seems to me 


' go absurd that I do not know how to dis- 


cuss it. It they made a noise and frightened 
horses then I could see some reason for it, 
but bicycles are far more objectionable in 
that respect than the automobiles. I can 
fee no reason for prohibiting the use of 
pleasure vehicles by private persons, and I 
am sure that I express the sentiments of our 
board when I say 80.“ 

F. H. Winston of the Lincoln Park board 
paid: “I do not approve of the action of 
the board if the vehicles are used for pleas- 


ure and there is no objection by property- 


owners along the boulevards to their use. 
I have not heard any opinion in regard to the 
legality of the order.“ 

Automobiles have been running through 


the parks for three years. More than 100 


vehicies are in use in Chicago, but it is 
expected the number will increase rapidly. 
One firm alone is now at work on 140 auto- 
mobiles ordered by private individuals. 
Among the owners of automobiles tn use in 
Chicago boulevards are:
